| EAGUE OF NATIONS. 
Before the armistice signed Levey Mon- 
id morning is carried to its logical conclu- 
sion, a just and enduring peace, there re- 
mains to be coiistructed the machinery of 
the new League of Nations which shall 
guarantee impartial justice to the several 
peoples united under its covenan.s. 

In his original address asking Congress 
tor a declaration that a state of War existed 
between this country and Germany, Presi- 
dent Wilson set forth a league of free na- 
tions as one of the main objectives for which 
America should fight. In his memorable ad- 
dress of September 27 the President as- 
serted further that 

_ The constitution of that League of 
| Nations and the clear definition of its 
objects must be a part of the peace 
settlement itself. . . lt cannot be 
ormed now, for, if formed now, it would 
be merely a new alliance, confined to 
he nations associated against a com- 

enemy. It is not likely that it 
uld be formed after the settlement. 
It is necessary to guarantee the peace, 
d peace cannot be guaranteed as an 
fterthought. It would be folly 
to leave the guarantee to the subse- 
ox voluntary action of the govern: 
; This declaration on the part of President 

Wilson has elicited responses from the lead- 

ers of the Allied nations. Premiers Clem- 


te | enceau and Lloyd George have indorsed the 


project in principle, but each has intimated 
that there are many and grave questions to 
be settled before the idea is carried to its 
scientific development and embodied in a 
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Mr. Balfour and Viscount Grey of Great 
Britain have viewed the proposal with sym- 
pathy, but they have goiced the same ob- 
jection, although in widely varying terms: 
a League of Nations is a machine and the 
first requisite for its operation is power. 
They ask from whence the power is to be 
drawn that wil] enable the league to enforce 
its decrees. The Liberal leaders in the Eng- 
lish government have intimated that the 
league may be practical, provided the United 
States is prepared to write into an interna- 
tional agreement the inhibition of all eco- 
nomic barriers, which they translate to 
mean absolute free trade. They say that, if 
the United States is willing to sacrifice its 
economic system of protective tariffs on the 
altar of a league of nations, the European 
nations may be willing to make sacrifices on 
their side which will make the formation of 
such ap league possible. 

Organs of the Conservative party in Great 
Britain declare frankly that the whole plan 
fa too visionary to merit serious consider- 
ation at the present time. They say that it 
would probably be translated to mean that 
Great Britain must reduce its sea strength 
to a parity of that of other nations, and that 
Great Britain would be then a Sampson, 
shorn of his locks and unable to defend him- 
self against hereditary enemies. The Lon- 
don Morning Post of October 17 contains 
the following significant editorial comment:

conference like a thief in the night, but 


must be discussed and understood. 


There is plainly a general agreement 
among all | nations so lately at war that 
some kind of international machinery should 
be constructed to reduce armaments and to 
make war in the future a practical imvos- 
sibility. The world has never before been 
in such agreement to evolve some form of 
international agreement that will guaran- 
tee the security alike of the big and the 
little nations. The problem of a League of 
Nations is regarded as soluble; but no 
statesman or nation has yet come forward

Almost everybody is afraid 
of something. We are afraid of sick- 
ness and sorrow. We are afraid of 
disaster, disease and death. We are 
afraid of disappointments. If we 
have not been disappointed we are 
afraid we will be. If nothing dread- 
ful has happened to us we are afraid 
it will happen. Now, we ought to 
remember that the most fearful 
thine in all this ghostly list of fears 
is OUR OWN FEARFULNESS. The 
coward is killed by fear before the 
first gun is fired. The most of the 
scarecrows of life are like the scare- 
crows in the old-fashioned garden— 
they are only a bluff; there is noth- 
ing in them to be feared. We have 
seen a number of these scarecrows 
in Southern California fields lately. 
Even the birds call the bluff by 
lighting on the scarecrow’s head or 
arm. Then the scarecrow is mis- 
named. A pile of rags on a stick 
seldom scares a crow. 

But our children are afraid of 
shadows. So are their parents and 
their grandparents. We actually 
knew a man who, on a beautiful 
moonlight night, saw his shadow on 
the side of the barn and hurried 
back to the house after the gun. 
Honest. that is no joke. He was 
STAMPEDED BY HIS SHADOW. A 
shadow has never hurt anybody yet, 
BUT THE. FEAR OF A SHADOW 
HAS. 

In recent years the press was tell- 
ing us that in some places Halley's 
comet creat a stampede among 
scores of superstitious people. Some 
were prostrated and sickened with 
terror. Some were frightened into 
insanity and others were scared in- 
to suicide. Expectation that the 
world would be burned up by the 
comet caused some people to confess 
murder and other crimes of which 
no one had supposed them gullty. 

We are told on good authority 
that in 1888, when the yellow fever 
epidemic visited Jacksonville, Fia., 
many died of fear lest they might 
die of yellow fever. Fear is as fatal 
as fever when it gets a good hold. 

It is reported that in recent years 
a certain reputable magazine had 
twenty-five hundred persons inter- 
viewed and it was found that the 
twenty-five hundred had seven thou- 
sand fears. One man feared that he 
another 
feared that he would not get one; 


another was afraid of poverty; au- 
other of contagion; another. af sick- 


ness, and still another that he might 
But the interview- 
er reported that each of the twenty- 
five hundred persons had some sort 
of distressing fear. 

“I will trust, and not be afraid.” 
Let us venture on that. In that way 
lies help. It ig not empty jargon. It 
involves a principle of progress. In- 
telligent faith is the highest act of 
the mind. The most of us get our 
knowledge of history bv the testi- 
mony of the historian. We trust his 
testimony. We get most of our as- 
tronomy by trusting somebody's tes- 
timony. “I will trust, and not be 
afraid.” That is the emancipation 
proclamation of the soul.

ticing that this matter of trust is of 


the INTELLECT and the WILL, and 
not a hysterical or mere emotional 
affair. Prof. William James of Har- 


vard University wrote a great chap- 


ter on “The WILL to Believe.” ~ 
There are three outstanding fears 
with which we are all more or less 
familiar. There is the fear of DIS- 
EASE. More than once that fear, 
either concerning ourselves or con- 
cerning someone we loved, has stol- 
en our slumber. None of us has 
been able to dispossess ourselves of 
such fear till we could intelligently 
relate ourselves to some source 
safety. Intelligent belief is the con- 
necting link between power and re- 
pose, | | 
If we fear disease it is because we 
shrink from the pain it implies, or 
because we dread the failure which 
we think will surely follow in the 
wake of disease. But hope often has 
a way of following close on the foot- 
steps of despair. There is an over- 
brooding wisdom and mercy and 
power that has again and again har- 
nessed all manner of sicknesses and 
sufferings into the high service of 
the soul. In his last years, when 
his sight had left him, Mr. Ira D. 
Sankey was asked by a friend if he 
was as happy and if he felt the near- 
ness of God in blindness as he did 
when before great audiences in oth- 
er years, in the triumph of song. 


Mr. Sankey promptly replied to this 


question of his friend that God 
seemed much nearer in the singer's 
blindness than in those other days 
of triumph. A few years ago Fanny 
Crosby was telling the whole coun- 
try in her old age that if she could 
gee the well-intended doctor who 
made her blind in trying to treat 
her eyes when a child she would 
like to thank him for the infinite 
blessing his blunder had brought to 
her and to the tens of thousands of 
others who had been blessed by her 
songs. Even disease may bring 
health and happiness. Some dread 
diseases have forced us to discover 
some great: remedies. 
Then do we not often fear DIS- 
APPOINTMENTS before they ar- 
rive. We must all confess that we 
have many times been like the pro- 
is is anticipatory fear.

not our fears of disappointments 
often bothered us more than the dis- 
appointments themselves? We can 
all remember that in many instances 
the disappointments of childhood 
were caused by the disallowance of 
parents. It was not pleasing to them 
to deny us and disappoint us, but 
they could see far enaugh into life 
to know that the very disappoint- 
ments which they inflicted upon us 
would bring help and happiness in 
our manhood days. Our impatient 
childhood sought only the pleasure 
of the moment. Our parents were 
looking to the profit of our future 
years. Was it not a great disap- 
pointment to us to be sent to school 
when we had laid all our plans to 
stay at home and play? But that 
schooling which disappointed our 
childhood brought many a happy and 
useful day to our manhood. Had 
we been wiser those childish dis- 
appointments would never have 
awakened our foolish fears. 

Men and women, we must not give 
place to foolish ears. We are head- 
ing now for the radiant hilltops of 
God's new day. There. was never 
for a stampede than 
now.
